Eden Declares Italy and 
Germany Not as Much 
to Blame for Spanish 
War as ‘Other Nations.’

LONDON, Nov. 19.—Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden, aroused by 
opposition jibes, sided heatedly with 
Italy and Germany today against 
charges they had violated the Span 
ish non-intervention accord. 

“As far as non-intervention is 
concerned,” he said, “I can say 
categorically that 1 think there are 
other governments more to blame 
than those of Italy and Germany.” 

His statement, which some mem- 


bers took to be a veiled thrust at. 


Russia, threw the house into an 
uproar. Cheers from the govern- 
ment benches mingled with cries of 
“Shame! Shame!” from the laborite 
members of parliament.

Status of Shipping. 

The three questions which occupied 
most of the parliamentary debate to- 
day were the status of British ship- 
ping in the Mediterranean in the face 
of General Francisco Franco's report- 
ed warning of a blockade; the future 
of the non-intervention committee:

and France to maintain freedom of 
the seas.

A seventh was rescued 
from a ledge on the front of the 
building. 

Rough estimates late last night 
placed the loss at approximately 
| $200,000. The first three floors 
‘of the building were occupied by 
the Cable Piano Company, except 
| for half of the first floor on the 
'south side which was leased a few 
‘oath ago to a shooting gallery. 
The two upper floors were leased 
by the Atlanta Conservatory of Mu- 
sic, which had its principal studios 
on the fourth floor and smaller aux- 
iliary studios on the fifth floor, 
Part of the fifth floor was also avail- 
able as storage space but was little 
used, 

Hampered by useless gas masks, 
firemen were driven back again and

Inquest into the death of G. C. Mer- 
ritt, 50, of 1126 Sells avenue, who 
died in Grady hospital early yes.erday 
morning of a head injury he received 
while lodged in the fourth-floor “bull- 
pen’ of police headquarters, will be 
held at 10 o'clock this moining at the 
mortuary of J. Austin Dillion. 

Announcement of the luquest, to be 
conducted by Coroner Paui B. Done- 
hoo, was made yesterday hy Detective 
Ricnard Englebert, who, with Detec. 
tive M. B. Johnson, is investigating 
the case. 

‘The case will be gone into thor- 
oughly this morning,” said Detective 
Enzglebert. 

Meanwhile, Clark Campbeil, 29, of 
Lithonia, an enlisted man of the 22nd 
Infantry at Fort McPherson, and two 
witnesses, listed as W. P. Sigman, of 
Social Circle, and Jesse Wilson, 26, 
are being held pending further in- 


uiry. 
Admitted “Shoving” Merritt. 

According to detectives, Campbell 
admitted “shoving” Merritt, but de 
nied striking him. The witnesses gave 
conflicting versions, the detectives 
said, one stating that Campbell struck 
Merritt, and the other saying that 
Campbell had merely pushed Merritt, 
causing him to strike his head against 
the floor. 

Merritt was found unconscious in 
his cell a short time after he had been 
taken into custody on a charge of in- 
toxication. He died shortly after be- 
ing admitted to Grady hospital. 

Campbeli slso had been arrested on 
an intoxication charge, but he was 
slated “hold for investigation” folluw- 
ing his alleged admittance to poiuice 
that he “pusbed” Merritt. 

The fatal incident followed a se- 
ries of more or less serious disorders 
in the “bull-pen” recently. 

Chief Makes Statement. 

Commenting on the case, Chief of 
Police T. O. Sturdivant said: 

“Even at the federal penitentiary 
here, where the strictest supervision 
of prisoners of any penal institution 
in the United States is in force, they 
have fights and killings. 

“Many drunks are locked up in city 
jail for fighting on the street, and 
when they get in jail, they are still 
in fighting mood. We always place 
additional charges against participants 
in jail fights, and we take all pos- 
sible precautions -against them. 

“On Saturday nights and Sunday 
mornings, when we have as many as 
60 or 70 drunks in jail, we put on 
an extra turnkey to circulate among 
prisoners, and prevent fights. 

Sees Two Remedies. 

“The only thing I see to do to help 
the matter is either to put padding 
on the ‘bull-pen’ floor, so prisoners 
won't get hurt when they hit the 
floor, or to string a long chain from 
one end of the ‘bull-pen’ to the other, 
and handcuff the prisoners to it. 

“That would prevent them from mo- 
lesting each other. There aren't enough 
cells to house each prisoner sepa- 
rately.” 

Chief Sturdivant also pointed out 
that “there is no great hulabaloo| 
raised when fights occur in hotel | 
rooms, and there are a great many | 
of them.” 

The chief added that “he always 
opposed the ‘bull-pen’ and that he 
wished there wasn't a place where 
wich things were possible.” 

Councilman Cecil W. Hester said 
rast night he will ask the public safe 
ty committee of city council to “in- 
vestigate the entire affair’ at their 
next regular meeting December 7. 

“Men are put in jail for their pro- 
tection, and not to be killed,” he said.

Cascades of Water. 

The inflammable materials inside|~ 
the Cable building burned Justily in} 
spite of the thousands upon thousands 
of gallons of water that were poured 
into the building, the flood inside the 
building reaching such proportions on 
some of the floors that the water cas- 
caded back into the streets out 
windows of the building. 

In the roomy floorspace of 
building are stored pianos. 
phonograph records, sheet music. On 
the rear of the third floor was a re- 
finishing department where varnishes 
were stored for the repair men and 
piano finishers. These varnishes were 
near the rear elevator shaft and rear 
stairway. When they burst into 
flames, they fired the entire rear of 
the building. 

Hardest task of the firemen 
prevent the fire from creeping south- 
ward into the Devoe-Raynolds Paint 
Store next door or into the Volunteer 
ilding which adjoined the Cable 
(Company to the north. Little wind 
was blowing but what few gusts ap- 
peared during afternoon drifted 
slightly toward the nerth and the fire- 
proof walls of the Volunteer building 
resisted the advance of the flames. 

“Fire Trap.” | 

“The C Piane building,” said 
Fire Chief Parker last night. “was 
one of the worst fire traps in Atlanta, 
We knew the condition of the building 
and inspected it often. We did our 
best to keep it in as good condition as 
posible. It full of inflammable 
material and it had a work shop. As 
yet we have no idea Athat started the 
fire. The secret mhy have gone to 
the graves with seme of those fine 
persons who lost their lives.’ 

The confusion inside the building | 
was described by W. A. Roper, head 
of the pipe organ department. whose 
office is on the third floor. 

“I heard the screams, opened my 
door and the smoke swept in over 
me.” he said.

“The first alarm came in at 12:32

operator on duty tells me that it came 


from Box No, 14, at Broad and Ma- 
rietta streets, simultaneously with a 
telephone call from a citizen. 

“It was answered immediately by 
the 75-foot aerial from Station No. 
8, by four pumpere, by the water 
tower and by the salvage and rescue 
wagon. Assistant Chief Walter B. 
Fannin arrived immediately on the 
scene and assumed charge of the op- 
erations. Captain Grady Pierce is in 
charge of Station No. 

Not Sure Which Building. 

“There was some little confusion 
as to whether the Volunteer building 
or the Cable Piano Company wae 
aflame and that caused Captain Pierce 
to go to the Forsyth street side. Re- 
member all this was occurring with- 
in the space of a few seconds. As 
soon as it became evident that it was 
the piano company, he reversed and 
went into Broad etfreet. 

“At noon. the firemen’s band and 
I were at Five Points where we par- 
ticipated in a short program in be- 
half of the Community Chest. I then 
drove to Marietta street and Grady 
avenue, where I had some business 
to attend to. 

“While I was inside, my driver sig- 

naled to me with the siren. I ran to 
the door while he was turning around, 
and when I got into the car and head- 
the 


“I went immediately to the scene 
and stayed until the holocaust was 
subdued. In fact I did not get any 
lunch and have just had a cup of 


coffee. 
Hose Held Up. 

“We used 14,000 feet of hose on 
that fire and only four sectiogs were 
reported as having broken. That is a 
good record for so much hose and for 
the pressure we used. There was 
plenty of water. The pressure was 
good. We were not materially ham- 
pered because of broken hose. 

“Our gas masks were practically 
useless. We test them periodically 
and these had been tested, but they 
deteriorate rapidly. We have never 
been equipped with the best smoke 
and gas masks. Ours operate from 


‘a hand pump on the ground which 


forces the air through a tube. They 


failed yesterday. 

“We need and must have new gas 
mask equipment. It is necessary. If 
any criticism ean be leveled justly at 
our operations yesterday, it must be 
‘done on account of lack of proper 
masks. 

“The Cable Piano Company build- 
‘ing waseone of the worst firetraps in 
Atlanta. We knew the condition of 
the building and inspected it often. 
We did our best to keep it in as good 


minutes seem like an hour. 

But at last the fire department got 
there. Just one or two trucks, at} 
first. There was a girl clinging to a 
window ledge on the fourth floor and 
a boy and a girl screaming for help, 
‘amidst billowing clouds of smoke, at 
a fifth-floor window.

“Then I sprinkled one tablespoon 
of sugar on the fruit and dotted it 
with one teaspoon of butter. Under 
the broiling flame went the fruit and 
stayed there for five minutes. At the 
end of that time the butter had melt- 
ed, the sugar had melted and blended 
with the juices and pulp, and the fruit 
was ready to serve. I think it is 
quite a nice change from the usual 
grapefruit. I tried putting a bit of salt 
on in place of sugar but that was not 
so good. And I tried using brown 
sugar in place of white, but I think 
the white sugar is best. Yes, it was 
granulated sugar. I don’t believe that 
powdered, or ‘fruit’ sugar would be as 
good.”

INEWS BEHIND THE NEW 


BY PAUL MALLON, 


PERSONAL WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The Tugwell resignation was 
dictated by circumstances more personal than political. 

The professor’s sphere of influence within the New Deal had dwin- 
dled to just about one degree above zero. When the President handed 
over the farm tenant problem to Agriculture Secretary Wallace at 10:30 
a, m., last Tuesday, there was little left for Tugwell to do but to drop 
in at the White House about noon and resign. He had been crowded out 
of the Agriculture Department by Wallace a year ago. © He still had a 
desk there and received a salary as undersecretary, but only occasionally 
came around. His rural resettlement and subsistence homestead experi- 
ments turned out, by experience, to be playthings. He found they could 
never be built up into important national programs, as originally hoped. 
If he could have put across his plan for the tenant farm problem, in 
which he was deeply interested, he would have had something to do here. 
But when that went to Wallace, there was little left to engage his talents. 

Add to this the fact that even a brain truster can have a wife and 
two children to support, and you will wonder why it took him so long 
to find out there is more sugar in the American Molasses Company, 
operated by his old friend, Charles Taussig. 

Note—Tugwell was appointed on the Wallace farm tenant study com- 
| mittee, but the significance of the appointment lies in the position of 
his name on the list. It was next to last.

| AUTOPSY You may suspect the Republican attacks had something 

to do with Dr. Tugwell’s departure. They may have had 
some influence, but not very much. Neither did the yowling by so- 
called New Deal conservatives, who have been saying Tugwell was a 
political liability to the President. 

If anyone got Tugwell, beyond his own earnest efforts in that direc- 
tion, it was the liberal crowd around the Agriculture Department. 

That is both an old and a new story. The trouble started when 
Dr. Tugwell is supposed to have irritated the meat packers at a time 
when AAA Administrator Chester Davis was trying to get them into 
line for the original AAA program. The split opened wide when Sec- 
retary Wallace purged his department of some of Tugwell’s best friends. 

The new angle on it is that Tugwell recently attempted to transfer 
his Resettlement Administration to agriculture and Wallace declined it 
nor did Wallace care much for the Tugwell farm tenant plan. It seems 
Tugwell wanted to organize a corporation like RFC and get started in 
a big way, while Wallace wants to start from the bottom. 

Fundamentally, also, the AAA crowd has felt all along that the Re- 
settlement Administration gave the New Deal a bad name. They con- 
sidered Tugwell’s effort to be basically contrary to theirs. He did not 
‘attack the farm problem from the standpoint of commodities and sur- 
pluses the way they have. His was a social program; theirs commercial. 
They have often cussed his set-up behind their hands more vehemently 
than Republicans have. 


'OVER-EMPHASIS Tugwell has always been an exaggerated figure in 
. the public eye. From the beginning, he had very 


| little to do with general policies. For the past two years, he has not 
free been influential in framing agricultural policy, although he was 
| nominally an undersecretary. 

| The infrequently observed Professors Frankfurter and Moley were, 
and still are, highly influential inside the White House on general matter 
but Tugwell looked the part of brain truster better than they. He said 
so many things in so many books. His first name was “Red.” He was 
youthfully collegiate. Thus while his inside role was no more than sec- 
ondary by comparison, he became the official whipping boy of the head- 
lines with cheek of red. 

From a practical policy-making standpoint, his passing will mean only 
'this: The leading social-minded philosopher will be eliminated from the 
Naw Deal picture, but there are many more important ones still left in 

it. There will be less of what the New Dealers have come to regard as 
“that Tugwell foolishness,’ but no change of policy.

Roosevelt's remark 
about fire-trap newspaper plants that 
day early in his reign when Bert Mc- 
Cormick, the head man of tie Chicago 
Tribune, needled him about some prop- 
osition in the New Deal and made him 
sore. And that reminds me that al- 
though we used to have some great 
fires waiting for the match around the 
country, Mr. Roosevelt was badly out 
of line and out of date because we ure 
really very sumptuous nowadays and 
much better off, in regard to the fire 
hazard, and the President of the Unit- 
ed States in the White House. 


_ But, even though some of the old- 
time plants were highly inflammable, 
the only disastrous newspaper fire 
that 1 ever heard of occurred in Min- 
neapolis before 1 was in circulation. 
It was either the Tribune or the 
Journal which burned and several men 
on the editorial side lost their lives, 
one of them dropping into the aliey as 
he tried to cross by hand climbing to 
the telephone wires between buildings. 

The Los Angeles Times disaster 
hardly counts as a fire because that 
was a dynamite job, although the same 
amount of dynamite would barely 
scuff the paint in some of the big 
newspaper buildings of the present 
day. We had a pretty big fire in the 
old World building one evening 10 or 
12 years ago but fire engines were just 
ordinary traffic outside our windows 
and nobody paid much attention for an 
hour or so. The fire was shooting up 
the elevator shafts and the World 
staff upstairs were driven out, but 
down on the third floor nobody real- 
ized how bad the fire had been until 
it was over and the United Press 
wires were not interrupted, The cld 
Hearst plant was a bad risk a the 
Mail, Globe and Daily News shops 
were not much better but nowadays 
most newspaper offices are all stone, 
concrete and steel, even to the desks 
in some cases and Mr. Roosevelt's de- 
scription goes to show that there is at 
one subject which he doesn't 
know much about, or didn’t when he 
overspoke himself. 


thinking of ancient 
buildings such as the 
dreadful Old Goat's 
Best in which the Chicago Daily News 
was published in Victor Lawson’s day 
and the Chicago American plant of 
Mr. Hearst's early days in town. They 
used to keep barrels of benzine and 
colodion in the cellar of the American 
plant and the sound of bells and the 
big, clattering horses in the street out- 
side was extremely personal to people 
working upstairs in that rickety old 
crate. But though they did have fires 
occasionally, the firemen would dive 
right in and slap them down and the 
explosion never came off, somehow. 
Then Mr. Hearst put up a big plant of

They lived on ink, I 
believe, or maybe it was the flavor of 
the copy-paper or the paste on the 
copy desk, or possibly the editorial 
policy, but whatever their diet they 
thrived predigiously and a fairly well 
developed yearling could be broken to 
saddle. You don’t see them around the 
new shops, and the office cat, another 
old newspaper institution, is disap- 
pearing now, although they generally 
have a couple around the New York 
Times. The telephone girls and the 
night watchmen usually feed the office 
cat a little milk in a dusty saucer but 
his, or her, principal fare was mice.
